SOCIAL CARE TAX RISE 


H ACKNEY’S Council 
Tax could rise for the 
first time in over a 
decade, to help cover the 
escalating costs of supporting 
the borough’s older people and 
disabled residents. 

The two per cent increase 
would see the Band D charge 
rise by less than £20 a year, 
but would raise around 
£l.3million, which would help 
fund services like home care, 
meals on wheels, day centres, 
and free travel passes. 

The borough is set to lose 
£38million in government 
funding over the next four 
years. Taken together with cost 


pressures in adult social care 
and other front line services, 
the Council will need to make 
further savings of £5 8 million by 
2020. This means Hackney will 
have lost £l38million - 50 per 
cent of its funding - from the 
Government since 2010. 

The Chancellor announced 
last November, that local 
authorities would be able to 
increase Council Tax by two 
per cent to help fund adult 
social care. Although optional, 
the Government grant assumes 
councils will apply the increase. 

However, most bills in 
Hackney may rise by less than 
£1 a year. This is because - 


despite cuts to police and fire 
services - the Mayor of London 
is proposing to reduce the 
contribution residents make to 
the Greater London Authority, 
as part of their Council Tax 
payments, by £19. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, 
said: “We froze Council Tax for 
10 years because we recognise the 
pressure residents are under as 
the cost of living rises. By freezing 
Council Tax for so long, a Band 
D council taxpayer has saved 
£1,464 over the last decade, but 
we’ve reached the point where we 
can’t continue to do this. 

“Throughout this time we have 
absorbed the costs of increasing 


service demand, inflation, and 
managing government cuts of 
£l30million so far, but it’s not 
mathematically possible to go on 
making up the shortfall through 
efficiency measures alone. 

“Protecting and supporting 
older and disabled people is one 
of the most important things 
councils do and is our largest 
area of expenditure. 

“However, rather than the 
Government fully covering the 
rising costs, their funding for 
local authorities is based on the 
assumption that Council Tax will 
increase to cover the shortfall.” 

The proposed Council Tax rise 
will be debated on 2 March.

Don’t stand by is theme for 
Holocaust Memorial Day 

RESIDENTS are invited to help remember the many 
millions of victims of the Nazi regime, and subsequent 
genocides around the world, as part of International 
Holocaust Memorial Day on 27 January. 

The theme of this year’s event - which marks the 
anniversary of the liberation of Auschwitz-Birkenau (the 
largest Nazi concentration camp) during the Second World 
War -is ‘Don’t Stand By’. 

It focuses on the contemporary relevance of the Holocaust 
and other genocides, and considers people’s individual 
responsibilities not to be bystanders to hate crime. 

The event, which coincides with those around the globe, 
will take place at 1 0am in the Assembly Halls of Hackney 
Town Hall, and is expected to last an hour. It will include 
songs, readings and candle-lighting, and afterwards, the 
Speaker of Hackney, Cllr Sade Etti, will lay a floral tribute at 
the Holocaust Memorial Tree in the Town Hall Square. 

Cllr Etti said: “The commemoration ceremony will give 
people the chance to remember those murdered in the 
Holocaust and subsequent genocides. This year’s theme 
reminds us not to be bystanders to prejudice.”

O VER 155,000 
wonderful 
negatives from the 
studio collection 
of Hackney photographer 
RA Gibson will soon be 
available online, thanks to 
a £94,792 grant. 

Hackney Museum and 
Archives received the 
money from the Esmee 
Fairbairn Collections Fund 
to research, document 
and share RA Gibson’s 
photographic studio 
images, taken mainly in 
the 1950s, 60s and 70s at 
Gibson’s photographic 
studio, in Fower Clapton 
Road, E5. 

The collection of mostly 


individual and family 
portraits gives an amazing 
insight into Hackney life 
over a 30-year span. 

The two-year project 
called ‘Changing Faces: 
Hidden Stories’ is set to 
start this summer, and 
will enable the Hackney 
Museum and Archives 
to connect more people 
and families with their 
memories through a 


searchable online catalogue, 
expected to be available in 
2018. Museum visitors will 
have seen a small selection 
from the collection in the 
2014 Black History Season 
exhibition, ‘Strike A Pose’. 

Following this display, 

22 of the 100 portraits 
on show were identified, 
and the new online 
catalogue will lead to more 
being revealed. 


Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “The ‘Strike 
A Pose’ exhibition was 
a wonderful peek into 
Hackney’s past and we 
are very excited about 
being able to put more 
names to the many faces 
in the collection. 

“Once we’ve opened the 
vast collection people will 
be able to look and share 
their stories and experiences 
of Hackney past.” 

The entire Gibson’s 
photographic negative 
collection was donated 
to Hackney Archives by 
Kevin Danks.

Have your say on Bishopsgate Goods Yard proposals 


PEOPLE are being urged 
to respond to a new public 
consultation on proposals 
for Bishopsgate Goods Yard, 
which would change the heart 
of Shoreditch. 

Developers want to construct 
12 buildings across the 
1 1 -acre site, which runs from 
Shoreditch High Street to 
Brick Lane. They range from 
177.6m (47 storeys) to 24m 


(seven storeys). Most of the site 
is earmarked for apartments, 
only 10 per cent of which will 
be sold at ‘affordable’ rates. 

Hackney and Tower Hamlets 
councils’ planning committees 
both rejected the application 
but, at the request of the 
developers, London Mayor 
Boris Johnson has taken over 
the decision. 

This new 21 -day 


consultation (see page 27) is 
required because, after taking it 
over, GLA planners realised the 
developers had not provided 
enough information about 
the impact of their proposals, 
so they asked for a more 
detailed assessment. 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Jules Pipe, said: “We know 
thousands of residents and 
businesses are strongly opposed 


to the plans, and this has 
been demonstrated via social 
media, online petitions and 
public protests. 

“Ed urge everyone who really 
wants to make a difference to 
respond directly to the GLA.

Calls for rethink on Crossrail 2

Jenny Lewis made the 
journey with international 
charity WaterAid after her 
project ‘One Day Young’ 
was profiled in Hackney 
Today and across the 
national and international 
press. In her book, 
published last year, Jenny 
photographed 40 Hackney 
mothers and their 
newborns within 
24 hours of birth. 

Since one in five 
newborn deaths 
globally are thought 
to be connected 
to dirty water, the 
charity asked Jenny to 
visit the Simulemba 
health centre, in the 
Kasungu district of 
Malawi, to continue 
her project there.

Jenny spent seven days 
photographing mothers 
and their newborn babies 
on their first day home 
from the health centre. 

The experience highlighted 
stark contrasts between 
the experiences of the 
women she met in the 
two different countries.

In Malawi, 510 in every 
100,000 women die in 
childbirth. Here, that 
number is eight. While the 
Malawian health centre 
serves over 70,000 people, 
delivering an estimated 
90 babies a month, it has 
no running water, only 
four toilets, crumbling 
bathrooms and no 
sterilisation equipment. 

Now back home with 
her family in Hackney, 
Jenny said: “Taking ‘One 
Day Young’ to Malawi 
was a world away from 
my original project in 
Hackney. Without clean 
running water, the women 
I met were giving birth in 
the toughest conditions. 

“Yet what struck me 
the most, was seeing the 


THE Council is calling for a rethink over proposals for a 
new Crossrail 2 station in Dalston, which would result in 
homes and businesses being demolished. 

It has also urged Transport for London (TfL) not to build 
an access and ventilation shaft for the new line in, or 
near, Shoreditch Park, including on the site of Britannia 
Leisure Centre. 

TfL’s current proposals for a new underground station 
in Dalston, which would take up to eight years to build, 
include demolition of properties in and around Bradbury 
Street, and construction of a vent shaft and escalator in 
Birkbeck Mews, off Ridley Road. 

Work on a shaft in the Shoreditch Park area would take 
about six years and result in a permanent structure at 
least two storeys high and 25 metres in diameter. Five 
potential locations have been suggested: the northwest 
of the park, Britannia Leisure Centre, or its car park, and 
two sites in Eagle Wharf Road. 

TfL is also proposing to locate another ventilation shaft at 
the southern end of Stamford Hill Road. 

The Council made its comments as part of a formal

“We hope tenants find the new videos useful and that 
they will feel confident in carrying out some simple jobs 
themselves, which will reduce waiting times for more 
serious repairs.”

From gaol to goal

H NDING out 
ater at a half 
arathon, 
iging in a choir, 
and working with the 
Women’s Institute. These 
are not the ordinary 
occupations of a football 
club, but then Hackney 
Wick FC is no ordinary 
football club. Its motto? 
‘Our Borough, Our Club’. 

“I started the club back 
in April of last year,” 
explains the club’s founder 
Bobby Kasanga, 29. Once 
a promising footballer 
himself, that future 
disappeared overnight 
when he was sent to prison 
for gang-related offences. 
His eight years behind bars 
changed him radically. 

“I missed some of the 
most important years of my 


daughter growing up,” he 
says. Adding: “I realised 
that life wasn’t about ego. 
It was about bettering 
yourself, your family and 
your community.” 

So after his release 
last year, he decided to 
do something for that 
community. Having lived 
in Hackney for 13 years, 
he felt the borough was 
missing only one thing: a 
football club. 

“I wanted to start a club 
that was all about the 
community, and could give 
back to it,” he explains. 
Hackney Wick FC was 
therefore set up with the 


founding principle that 
all the players sign up to 
volunteering in the local 
community, for two hours 
every month. 

Hackney Wick FC 
started with just a men’s 
team. They played their 
first match at Mabley 
Green against Britain’s first 
gay football club, Stonewall 
FC and successes followed 
rapidly. Hackney MP 
Diane Abbott became 
the club’s Honorary 
President, and the 
Lauriston Pub, in Victoria 
Park, the team’s sponsor. 

It was in pursuit of their 
volunteering commitments, 


however, that the club 
made one of its biggest 
changes. 

Bobby continues: “We 
gave some free training 
to the Hackney Women’s 
Institute and we all enjoyed 
it so much that it turned 
into free training sessions 
for women every fortnight 
and then a women’s team.” 

On a cold and wet 
Monday evening, a group 
of women run across 
Mabley Green’s floodlit 
pitch. Behind them hangs 
the Hackney Wick FC 
bunting made in the club’s 
colours by Hackney 
Women’s Institute. 

“I joined when it first 
started last summer,” says 
Holly Jones, 28, the left- 
wing midfielder. Adding: “I 
think this made me much 
more open to trying new 
things. I was really keen to 
start football but would 
have been nervous about 
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“I’ve been here 
since the first 
session. I heard 
about the team 
through a friend 
who’s involved in 
the men’s team.”

starting at a team that was 
really established. Here, 
everyone is really friendly 
and welcoming. Bobby’s 
been a real inspiration. 

“This is about more 
than just football. It’s 
about a whole community 
movement, which I think is 
pretty exciting. We’ve done 
stuff with local homeless 
shelters and training to help 
coach disabled people. I’ve 
donated clothes and I’m 
keen to get more involved 
with volunteering.” 

The coach, Sam Bereket, 
gathers the players together, 
encouraging them and 
giving them feedback on 
their technique. Sam came 
to the UK from Eritrea 
in 1998. Soon after, she 
was spotted by Tottenham 
Hotspur Ladies FC, 
where she played for 
almost a decade. 

“Normally, we train on 
Mondays for an hour,” she 


explains. Adding; “We do 
a warm up, a bit of fitness 
and some footwork before 
ending with a game. 

I’ve been here since the 
beginning and they’re 
showing massive 
improvement. 

“It’s part of building 
a community, you know? 
They all work together 
and they’re all friends. 
Some members are quite 
new, for some it’s the first 
session. Anyone that 
wants to join is more than 
welcome to join.” 

“The first time they 
played, they lost 13 -nil,” 
laughs Bobby, watching 
the training. 

Adding: 

“But then, 
they played

I ’VE been political since 
I was six,” says Shirley 
Murgraff. Now 85, she 
has lived in Hackney 
her whole life and has 
seen the borough respond 
to every major historical 
event, from the Second 
World War onwards. 

“There were some great 
protest songs in the 1930s,” 
she says of her childhood. 
Adding: “A lot of people 
in Hackney were activists. 
We bordered Whitechapel, 
where the struggle against 
fascism and anti-semitism 
was real. I became aware, 
very young, of the fight 
against injustice and 
racism generally.” 

The seventh of eight 
children, she recalls her two 
older brothers leaving to 
fight in the Spanish Civil 
War of 1936-39. She says: 
“That really sparked 
the politicisation of our 
whole family.” 

Then, after Franco, came 
the fight against Hitler. 

“My parents had both 


fled anti-semitism in 
Poland. I can remember 
my father listening to 
this ranting, angry voice 
speaking in German over 
the radio. It was Hitler. 

I couldn’t understand a 
word, but my father could, 
and I remember catching his 
fear,” she explains. 

After two years as a 
teacher in the 1960s, 

Shirley left to help set up 
one of the country’s first 
student health services at 
the University of Sussex. 

In 1982, she developed 
pioneering teaching 
materials for the first 
Holocaust exhibition 
in the UK. 

And, throughout, she 
says: “There were protests. 
There was always an 
injustice to be fought, a 
small number of people 
having a voice at the 
expense of the majority.” 

One campaign, however, 
has been ongoing. Since the 
1970s Shirley has worked to 
defend the NHS. 

She says: “It’s almost a 
full-time job, with both the 
campaigning and my role as 


a lay people’s representative 
within the health service.” 

For seven years, Shirley 
chaired the City and 
Hackney Older People’s 
Reference Group, 
representing the rights and 
views of older people in 
the borough on health and 
social care. Before that, she 
was part of the borough’s 
first Community Health 
Council, representing 
service users. 


“It’s all completely worth 
it though, because I was 
17 when the NHS was 
founded. I can remember 
what it was like before,” 
she explains. Adding: 

“For ordinary people in 
Hackney, the question of 
whether you could afford 
to see the doctor was a very 
real one. I remember some 
very poor children at my 
school who couldn’t afford 
health care, and just went 


without. We were lucky, 
we had a grocery shop so 
we never went hungry and 
we could always stretch to 
seeing the doctor.” 

Recognition of Shirley’s 
campaign might have 
stayed within Hackney, 
had one event not 
catapulted her into the 
national and international 
limelight in 2012. 

She explains: “The Health 
and Social Care Bill was 
going through Parliament, 
and I felt like the protests 
against it weren’t getting 
enough coverage, so a 
group of older people and I 
decided to do something.” 

Together, they wrote 
to the campaigning 
organisation UK Uncut to 
suggest a protest. She says: 
“We did enormous 
amounts of planning and 
two full rehearsals.” 

On the scheduled day, 
the group hid chains and 
padlocks under their clothes 
and travelled to traffic lights 
by the House of Lords. 

She says: “Within 
seconds, we were chained in 
a line, from traffic light to 


traffic light, blocking 
the road.” 

They stopped the traffic 
for an hour before the police 
arrived with bolt cutters to 
separate them. Whereupon, 
Shirley sat in the street. 

“Before I knew it, I felt 
myself being lifted into 
the air from behind my 
shoulders and carried off 
by the police. But as soon 
as that happened, a bank 
of photographers emerged 
from nowhere,” she says. 

The photos appeared in 
every national newspaper 
the following morning. 
Shirley had made her 
point, and her cause 
received its coverage. 

Today, she is chairing 
Connect Hackney, 
overseeing a multimillion 
pound project to tackle 
social isolation among 
Hackney’s over 50s. 

She says: “One of the 
many ways women have 
always been held back, is 
not being allowed to get 
angry. But there are times 
when we have to make our 
anger felt; and for the NHS, 
now is one of them.”

IGHTEEN students 
from Our Lady’s 
Convent High 
School, N16, have 
helped to revamp an estate 
community garden. 

The allotment on 
Sandford Court, in 
Stamford Hill, was the 
brainchild of 87-year-old 
resident Irene Lewington, 
who approached Hackney 
Homes and environmental 
regeneration charity 
Groundwork London for 
help to transform the once 
concrete space. 

Since the allotment 
opened in May 2012, 
Groundwork London has 
worked with residents 
and students to develop 


food growing skills, build 
community relationships, 
and educate people about 
the health-related and 
economic benefits of having 
a ‘kitchen garden’. 

Most recently, the Our 
Lady’s sixth form students 
helped spruce up the 
allotment by committing 
two lessons a week to 
sanding and repainting old 
wooden planters. 

Kirsten, a student at the 


school, said: “It’s been a 
fantastic experience 
being able to combine 
both art and volunteering, 
which are two things I 
enjoy immensely. 

“We worked through 
wind and rain, but hearing 
all the positive feedback and 
being able to give back to 
the community made it all 
very worthwhile.” 

Her classmate Alicja 
added: “Our team spirit was 


really strong throughout the 
project and each of us felt 
we were working together 
to create a pleasant area for 
Sandford Court residents to 
enjoy growing food.” 

The students will return 
to the allotment over the 
next few weeks to add some 
decorative elements to the 
garden boxes. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing, said: “It’s great 
that we’ve been able to 
get young people involved 
in this local community 
project. The allotment has 
been a huge benefit to the 
residents who have enjoyed 
growing their own fresh 
herbs and produce.”

Grow local and shop local 

A COLLECTION point enabling residents to pick up 
seasonal fruit and vegetables has opened at Homerton 
Library, E9. 

The scheme, run by Hackney social enterprise Growing 
Communities, will distribute produce from small organic 
farms in and around London, including fruit and vegetables 
from Growing Communities’ own Dagenham Farm, as well 
as salad grown on Patchwork Farm - made up of 1 2 small 
market gardens dotted around Hackney. 

Growing Communities director, Julie Brown, said: “We 
want local people to have access to great fresh fruit and 
veg, we want to support local farmers who are producing 
food in ethical and sustainable ways, and we want people 
to learn more about where their food comes from. Having a 
collection point at the library will do all those things.” 

The new addition to their service means that Growing 
Communities now has 1 5 collection points across 
Hackney, stretching from Redmond Community Centre 
in Manor House, to Hackney City Farm, and St John of 
Jerusalem church near Victoria Park. 

The social enterprise, which celebrates its 20th birthday 
this year, is also looking for trainees who will work with 
the expert growers on Patchwork Farm and learn how to 
grow food organically. The closing date for applications is 
8 February.

Reduce food waste and connect with neighbours with pioneering app 



A FOOD waste reduction 
app that was pioneered 
in Hackney is expanding 
to other areas of London, 
aiming to connect 
communities and reduce the 
amount of food that ends 
up being thrown away. 

Like Freecycle for food, 
OLIO allows families and 
local shops to post pictures 
of ingredients they are not 


going to use and alert other 
nearby app users. They can 
then arrange to collect the 
food or drink items either 
at the donor’s home, or at a 
local collection point. 

The app’s founders 
- former UK managing 
director of Wonga, 

Tessa Cook, and former 
investment banker Saasha 
Celestial-One - hope it 


will make a dent in the 
£l2billion of food that is 
thrown away every year in 
the UK. Approximately one 
third of all food produced in 
this country is wasted. 

There are currently 10 
‘drop boxes’ in Hackney 
where surplus food in 
good condition - the app 
stipulates that food must 
be in a state that ‘you’d eat 


yourself’ - can be collected 
by app users. 

Since its launch, the 
app has been downloaded 
over 11,000 times and its 
founders hope it will not 
only reduce food waste, 
but bring neighbours 
together too.

New computers for Hackney 
libraries encourage learning 

OVER 250 new computers are now available for residents 
to use for free at Hackney’s libraries, giving greater access 
to learning opportunities. 

The new PCs have bigger screens and are set to offer 
faster internet speeds. They were installed as part of a 
£400,000 programme to improve IT in the borough’s 
libraries. Around nine per cent of residents have never 
used the internet and the new computers will give them an 
opportunity to get online. 

Library staff will be on hand to offer some basic training 
that includes getting online, setting up an e-mail account 
and surfing the world wide web. 

As a member of Hackney libraries, residents can also 
access a variety of free online information resources 
including the Encyclopaedia Britannica; Oxford English 
Dictionary; Which? Online; Ancestry.com and the UK 
Citizenship and Driving Theory Tests. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, Cabinet Member for Health, 

Social Care and Culture, said: “Libraries are a valuable 
community resource and the computers are vital for those 
who might not have a PC at home.”

Hackney’s very own fairy tale

A GROUP of around 60 Hackney young people have 
worked together with a charity on a new media project. 

The 1 4 to 23-year-olds spent nine months, in sessions 
led by charity Exposure, developing a six-minute movie 
called ‘The Globe, the Heart and the Hourglass’, as well as 
publishing a magazine. 

Featuring beautiful shots of Abney Park Cemetery and 
the Castle Climbing Centre in Stoke Newington, the fairy 
tale film follows the story of Robbie, Ella and Peter as 
they tackle the tricky and often traumatic transition 
from childhood into adulthood with the help of a kind, 
wise woman. 

Young people from Stoke Newington School, Hackney 
Empire, and Mossbourne Academy developed the 
characters and script, acted in the film, and worked behind 
the scenes for the duration of the project. 

Robbie McGrail, 18, said: “I have learnt so much during 
this project with Exposure. It has given me confidence, 
new skills, and ways of working that will be really useful 
for me to continue in my further education.”

Past protest letters inspire modern day music making and exhibition 



ARCHIVE material in 
Hackney Museum has 
provoked a very modern 
response in a group of local 
young people, inspiring 
them to write and record 
their own music. 

The songs were produced 
through a collaboration 
between Hackney Museum, 
youth charity Rising Tide, 
and local act I’m Empire. 


Now a successful recording 
artist, his own talent was 
fostered by a project at the 
museum as a teenager, and 
he was keen to offer the 
same opportunity to today’s 
young residents. 

Sixteen students from 
local schools were invited 
to take part in the project, 
called ‘HOME’, which 
was funded as part of the 


Council’s Discover Young 
Hackney festival. 

They were inspired by 
an article found in the 
museum’s archives about a 
group of young people who 
wrote to the Prime Minister 
in 1962, protesting against 
racial hatred. The group

Download free Change4Life app to take control of children’s sugar intake 



A NEW campaign is 
encouraging Hackney 
parents to get ‘sugar smart’ 
and take control of their 
children’s diet. 

The Change4Life campaign 
follows revelations that 
children, between the ages 
of four and 10, consume an 
estimated 5,500 sugar cubes a 
year, weighing a total of 22kg, 
or the same as the average five- 


year-old. In Hackney, almost a 
third of 10 to 11 -year-olds and 
over a fifth of four to five-year- 
olds are overweight or obese. 

To tackle this, a new 
app, Sugar Smart, has been 
launched to help parents 
check the amounts of sugar 
in every day food and 
drink. The free app works 
by scanning the barcode 
of products and revealing 


the amount of total sugar it 
contains in cubes and grams. 

Dr Yvonne Doyle, regional 
director for Public Health 
England, said: “Children 
are having too much sugar, 
three times the maximum 
recommended amount. Our 
easy to use app will help 
parents see exactly where the 
sugar in their children’s diet is 
coming from, so they can make 


choices about what to cut 
down on.” 

Singer and TV presenter 
Jamelia, who is supporting 
the campaign, added: “It’s so 
important to take control of 
the amount of sugar our kids 
are eating.”

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

Follow the porter’s path

CLOSE look at a 
B ^modern map of the 
^L^^ondon Borough 
Hackney reveals 
the existence of a historic 
route running diagonally 
between Clapton and 
Shoreditch, the middle 
section of an ancient 
footpath stretching from 
Walthamstow to the City. 

The Hackney section 
stretched from Jeremy’s 
Ferry crossing over the Lea 
River near today’s bridge, 
across the open land of 
Millfields towards Hackney 
Old Church (now St 
Augustine’s Tower). 

Today’s Powerscroft 
Road follows what would 
have been a logical course 
from the river across 
Millfields, towards the path 
that once crossed what is 
now Clapton Square, and 


on to the top of modern day 
Mare Street. 

Past the church, the 
route turned right along 
Sylvester Path and across 
where the Town Hall now 
stands, then on to Hackney 
Grove and Martello Street, 
across London Fields, down 
Broadway Market and 
Goldsmiths Row, finally 
crossing Hackney Road 
into Columbia Road and 
onward to the City. 

When the path first 
appeared is unknown, 
but undoubtedly it was 
gradually created by people 
repeatedly walking across 
the land in the quickest 
and easiest direction. 

The earliest documented 
reference is found in the 
will of Margaret Audley of 
Clapton, in 1616, leaving 
an annuity of £4 Tor repair 
of Bridges Styles and Rodes 
between Clapton and 
Shoreditch’. 


Another donation came in 
1633, from a former vicar of 
Hackney, David Doulben, 
who was by then Bishop 
of Bangor. His gift of £30 
‘directed to the inhabitants 
of the parish of Hackney, 
but especially to the poorest 
sort of people, that maintain 
their livelihood by carriage 
of burthens to the City of 
London ... to be employed 
for continuing and repairing 
of the footway leading 
from Clapton and Hackney 
Church unto Shoreditch.’ 

An old name for the path 
was Church Path, probably 
because of its running close 
to Old Hackney Church 
or, it has been suggested, 
because it was a pilgrimage 
route from London to 
Waltham Abbey, maybe 
even onwards to the shrine 
at Walsingham in Norfolk. 

Another term, still in 
use on the Walthamstow 
stretch, is the Black Path, the 


origin of which is unknown, 
though suggestions include 
its coming from the Black 
Marsh north east of Lea 
Bridge; a field crossed by 
the path known as Black 
Breeches; or the ash used to 
surface the path. 

But Doulben’s letter 
shows the origin of a more 
commonly used name: the 
Porter’s Path. Until the first 
half of the 19th century, 
Hackney lay in a rural area 
dedicated to agriculture 
and market gardening. The 
harvested produce was 
taken to be sold in the City 
on the backs and carts of 
porters, following the direct 
route of the old footpath, 
as were livestock driven 
to Smithfield Market in 
Farringdon. Doulben and 
Audley’s bequests illustrate 
the importance of Porters’ 
Path to the local population 
and economy and the 
necessity of keeping it in 


good repair. 

As well as ensuring 
the safe delivery of local 
produce to market, the 
porters no doubt also 
stopped off at the many 
public houses along the 
route, such as the Cat 
and Mutton at the top 
of Broadway Market, to 
refresh themselves with 
what was described in 1802 
by John Feltham, author 
of the annual ‘Picture of 
London’, as ‘a very hearty 
nourishing liquor . . .very 
suitable for porters and 
other working people’. 

The rich dark beer became 
known as ‘porter’, providing 
an estimated 2,000 calories 
a day of the energy required 
for the hard manual work of 
carrying heavy loads. 

As Hackney grew into a 
suburb of London, rather 
than a rural village, its 
agricultural industry was 
lost and the development 


of the railways and road 
transport helped bring an 
end to the role of the porter. 

The majority of the 
Hackney section of the path 
remained in use, either as a 
footpath or road. Today it 
can still easily be followed 
from near St Augustine’s 
Tower to the south end 
of Goldsmiths Row and 
functions as a well-used 
cycle route, passing the 
markets of Broadway and 
Columbia Road - and many 
pubs - on its way.

• Retail, financial and professional services, restaurants and 
cafes and hot food takeaways (Class A1 , A2, A3 and A5) - 
up to 1 7,499 sqm (GIA) of which only 2,1 84 m 2 (GIA) can 
be used as Class A5; 

• Non-residential Institutions (Class D1 ) - up to 495 sqm 
(GIA); 

• Assembly and Leisure (Class D2) - up to 661 sqm (GIA); 

• Public conveniences (sui generis) - up to 36 sqm (GIA); 

• Ancillary and plant space - up to 30,896 sqm (GIA); 

• Basement -up to 8,629 sqm (GIA); 

• Formation of new pedestrian and vehicular access and 
means of access and circulation within the site; and 

• Provision of 22,642 sqm of new public open space and 
landscaping. 

The application proposes a total of 1 2 buildings that range in 
height, with the highest being 1 77.6 m AOD and the lowest being 
23.6 mAOD. 

With all matters reserved save that FULL DETAILS are submitted for 
alterations to and the partial removal of existing structures on the 
site and the erection of three buildings for residential (Class C3), 
namely Plot C (ground level, plus 26-30 storeys, plus plant); Plot F

38 storeys, plus plant) comprising up to 940 of the total residential 
units; and retail and food and drink uses (A1 , A2, A3, A5); and use 
of the ground and basement levels of the Braithwaite Viaduct for 
retail and food and drink / community uses (A1 , A2, A3, A5/D1 ). 
Works to and use of the Oriel and adjoining structures for retail and 
food and drink uses (A1 , A2, A3, A5).
